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We live in an age that is <'hara<'- 
ftM'izcvl by tierce business compt^ti- 
tion and con<iilions in the business 
world that half a century ago were 
not dreamed of. What has 
brought about such a marked 
change during so short a time is 
dillicult to state, nor is it my in- 
tern ion in this paper lo g<» into any 
extended analysis of these changes. 
Since man must live by the sweat^)f 
his brow, each individual must seek 
his projier channel and hew out his 
own competence, as best he nniy — 
or, rather, according to the talents 
he may have, l)o they actpiired or 
01 herwise. The r<>(iuirenn'nt.H of the 
present day in the business world 
are such that no man who would 
succeed in whalevtM' he undertakes, 
can afl'ord to be umindful of the 
fact that it takes a good (ulneation 
and a great deal of preparation to 
(•nalile one to compete successfully 
with his ftdlowmen. As one has 
said : This age is in a. large .sense 
an industrial age, and special pre- 
parKlion is in>cessary now for suc- 
cess in any octuipation or employ- 
ment. We cannot pursue any in- 
dustry now in the old desultory, 
haphazani or slipshod ways. 
Kverywin're, we are confronted by 
competition, directe«l by organized 
energy and highest skill. Kvery- 
onc who expects to conunanti suc- 
cess in any undertaking must have 
equipment (Hjual to the very best. 
No one luis any right to expec^t suc- 
cess wln>r<> the conditions necessary 
lo produ('(< it are lacking. These 
are the condiiions that to-day ^fov- 
ein the industrial world. We can- 
nol (>scap(* the conditions in which 
vc ar<* placed and hope to acquire 
.success by other means. We nuist 
go on with the current of time, 
turning the forces that are about us 
to such industrial ends as will en- 
able us to attain nn)re or less of 
success. Should we ignore these 
forces, we are drawn under in the 
mad e<idy of industrial competition 
and lost. And Ihe only way by 
which we nmy attain stu'cess, I re- 
peat, is through preparation. We 
must know lln« [jroccsses and be 
prepanxl lo use the tools. Failing 
l«> have the pr«>paration, we can 
but be the lower strata of lutnnin 
society, i-ectjgnized by few, ninch 
less sotighl aft<'r. 

Tlnu'c has Iteen an in<'<|uality b<»- 
tween hunuin beings duiing all 
ages, and every advance in ntate- 
rial civilization has deepeni>d In- 
^Umd of lessened il, but this fact 
canmd bt> allowed to arre.st the de- 
vidopment on which civilization de- 
pends. What we must do is (o 
have tlu^ preparatitni and the pur- 
pose to take and hold a place in the 
advancing c(dumn. 

This nmy sound very discourag- 
ing to many of the young hopefuls 
who will read this — but it is true. 
\Ve ai<' 4'onipelled to acknowletlge 
that it is an nrduons task every one 
has before him Kv<>ry om> can 
make some progress — the diflicul- 
lies lo be ovewunne should not be 
pt>rmi»tcd to throw one back. 
Kvery successful man will tell you 
that the snccens you strive for and 
must attain in order to hold your 
Iwad up, can be had only through 
paiFistaking elTort to compndiend 
the means that you must use. 
Knowledg«> always is the 11 rst con- 
dition of succcRs — 'knowledge of 
such a kind as will enable you to 
work along the lines in which yoti 
an' by loiturc cast, and along which 
only you can attain your greatest 
success. And this brings us to the 
point of a tetdniical education. I 
am supposed lo speak to Ihe deaf 
who, by natural en v iron men t«, 



must seek their daily bread 
thiotigh the medium of .some handi- 
work. Indeed, I do not sec that 
there should be any distinction 
made, for we all find it necessary 
at oiw time or another to perform 
some work that calls for a know- 
ledge of the tools to be used jind 
the best way to use them. Can we 
atTord to ignore the first rudiments 
<t)f technics under these conditions? 
Hy no means, yet that has been and 
ts being done to-day. It may have 
mattered but little fifty or sixty 
years ago, but conditions that were 
all right then are all wrong now. 
We are living in a new and entirely 
different period. Wc must have 
greater preparation for fighting the 
battles of life and attaining a 
rt^asonable degree of success. All 
cannol, of course, attain a large com- 
petency, but with proper ])repaia 
tiion all or nearly all can attain that 
which brings hap|)ine.ss and comfort 
in this world. That there shoulil 
b(( ,so much of these lacking, and so 
many deaf persons working for just 
enough to keep bodj' and soul to- 
gether, to say nothing of those who 
do not hav«' even that, can be at- 
tri'outed to the lack of proper pre- 
paration at the period when the 
body was full of vigor and sustain- 
ed a mind that had the capacity for 
acquiring much that would now 
prove invaUmble. 

Who shoulil be hehl responsible 
for such a stal (> of affali-s ? C'ert^iin- 
ly iu)t the victim alone. He must 
be given the benefit of any doubt, 
("onsidering that at the time he was 
not able to judge for hims(>lf what 
would have lieen the proper thing 
to pursue while iti school, in regard 
to acquiring as ni'-' ' ' .linical 
rtttiratton as pos ,■ wlit) 

had his education iii iiaiui ought to 
be the ones held responsible. Did 
they fully apjireciate the responsi- 
bility they were charged with when 
taking upon themsi Ives the eilnca- 
tion of the young deaf-mute, they 
would not have failed to take ad 
vanlage of every means that might 
combine lo produce the desired re- 
sult. In the nnktter of ediu'ating 
the deaf for a succes,sful struggle in 
the world, things are far better to- 
day than some years ago, but 1 firm- 
ly believe that all is not being done 
that can and should be don<>. "Poo 
many of the deaf gradinite from 
school or college with the t4'chnical 
side of their education sadly neg* 
lected, and the greater proportion 
of them really begin acquiring the 
rudiments of a business or in- 
dustrial education after leaving 
the school room and taking up the 
struggle for their breail and butter. 
Then it is they find how much they 
have lost by not being trained along 
those lines while in school. Na- 
turally . a large proportion of them 
lire handicapped at thiS stage, ow- 
ing to the diflionlty of readily com- 
prehending without assistance and 
the disinclination on the part of 
the hearing |)eople to stop and ex- 
plain. 

It should be the aim of all our 
»<ducaU)rs to make it possilde for 
the deaf to secure such a technical 
training while yet in school or col- 
lege, as will place them under ih> 
not'cssity of having to liegin at the 
Very foot, forcing them to sjiend 
much valuable time in the process 
of iN'coming aequaint^'d with the 
intricacies of their (K'cnpation. It 
is not my intentitni to give the im- 
pression that nothing of this .soil 
is being done, for the .schools lor 
the deaf would disprove any such 
statement, but I wantil understotxl 
that the work is not cariie<l lo stich 
a plane as it ought to be. The deaf 
ar»> capable of acquiring a fuller 
and mor(> comprehensive cours(> in 
leclini<'j* than they do generally. 
Let us see what is being done and 
what might be done, by going into 
details to some extent. lu Ihe 
8t«te tt(diools for the deaf we have 
the trades, which are pr«>perly an 
e«Uicalion of the hands, with the 
purpose of so fitting the irraduatcs 
that they nuiy have an aid to (>arn- 
ing a livelihood. Il is not suppo.s- 
lul the schools turn out the finished 
product, but ai*e a wirt of jirimary 
source of knowledgeof the technical 
kind f.o the deaf. To make higher 
atlainmeuts along the lines com- 
menced at the school the 
gra<hnite should go to an instil iition 
of higher technical educ.ilion, for 
the sanH> reason that the graduate 
who seeks a higher literary e<luca- 
tion goes to (4ailaudet College or, in 
a few instanct^s, to some similar in- 



stitution for the hearing. Here a 
liter.ary course is provi<led for, but 
there are fewer deaf graduates who 
can r»>ap the full beiu>tit of such, 
than there are of those who could 
be benefitted through taking a 
technical course, a course which, 
in our system of higher education 
of the deaf, is a desideratum, and 
shotild be provided. 

Now, (^allaudet College is an 
in.slitution supported l)y the Federal 
gt)vernnu'nt and open to all the 
deaf in the fnited Stat<>s, who are 
capable of attaining a certain m:uk 
in a lit<>rary examination. "!\ny 
one of you enn see that Ihisdenmnds 
literary attainments which are not 
possessiMl l)y -.'.•) por cent, of tiit> 
gradimtes of the state schools, il 
even that large a in-oportion, which 
I very mnch doubt. What be- 
com<>s of Ihe many who are denied 
adini.ssion to (Jallaudet College for 
the reason lh(\v do not possess the 
literary capabilities required? 
They turn away and s(>ek work of 
whatever nature they may find, then 
8(>ttle down to a grind through life 
with little chance, pt^rhaps, of rais- 
ing themselves very high above tli(> 
level at which I hey start. Il is our 
duty to alter these ccmditions and 
make it possible foi a greater 
nuinbei of the deaf to .secure admis- 
.■^ion into (Tallaudet College, or into 
any school of technology, and obtain 
an edlicatiim ahmg practical t<'cli- 
nical and business lines. To do 
tt-is it will be necessary for Ga'- 
laiidet Colleg(> toaltcr itscurriculum 
and make the standard of admission 
one to fit the eai)abilitics of th»> 
majority — not a test of high literary 
attainments so mnch as a test of the 
ability to make rci.son.able jnogn'ss 
along purely technical lines Did 
(Tallauilet Ctdlesic to-day underlakc 
to carry out tiiese suggest ions, there 
would undoubtedly be an attendance 
from four to seven times greater 
than Ihe average attendance during 
the past three or four ycai-s. The 
objection would l)e raised that lo 
pursue such a conrs<> would lower 
the standing of the ccdiege and be a 
detriment to literary attaiimients of 
the highest order. Hy no means 
wtnild such be the case ; and it 
should not be said that (4allaudet 
College is run in the interest of a 
few bright minds and to the exclu- 
si<»ii of those who ari> mentally less 
fortunate ! Uallaudet (\illege, as 
1 hav(> pointed out, recHves ji larg(> 
Slim annually from the government 
treasury — not less than $(i,'),00() ^ 
but ju.st how the money is expended 
for not over a hundred students, I 
have been unabh> to explain satis- 
factorily. 

I believe iliai il (Jallaudel 
College will not undertake to pTai't' 
within the it^ach of the many the 
opportunity to .secure a thorough 
course in technology, without the 
pi-esent restrictions as to mental 
capability, the sixty five thou.sand 
dollars a year could be put to fvr 
better service were the money lo lie 
.so 'livided up amon<; the stale 
ilgriculttiral colleges and .schools of 
technology as to enal>le from five to 
eight giwlnafes of onr schools to 
secure a goo<l technical education 
where but oix'' now goes to (Tal- 
laudet. Such a large number 
benefitted in this way wouUI be of 
far gr«>ater value to the deaf as a 
whole and to the couniry as a nation, 
than is the present propoilion of 
bright youths who are able to pass 
throtigh (Tallaudet's live year course 
and emerge with a handle to their 
names — a distinction of extremely 
doubtful worth. Is it an impossible 
proposition— that of having the deaf 
received into such slate schools as 
have the proper curriculum? No, 
indeed ! I have a,scerlained from 
the heads of several sin-h institu- 
tions that the deaf stand as much 
of a chance to secure all its benefits 
as do the hearing. The* (iresident 
of the South Dakota /Vgriculttiral 
College, with whom I am personally 
acquainted, and wlio, I judge, un- 
derstands the requirements of the 
deaf, has informe<i mt> that he 
wt>uld certainly not di.scriminate 
against any average deaf man or 
wotnan who applied for .idmission, 
but would accept such applicant on 
eipial footing with the luMiing and 
give him all the opportunity to 
advance. I have t\ot the least 
douitt t)ut that other state agri- 
cultural collcgt^s, and the mumerous 
state ttvhnical schools, would look 
upon the matter in the same light 
as iloes rrcsident Heaton of the 
South Dakota Agricultural College. 



The day is coming when we must 
do .something for the ileaf along Ihe 
lines suggested, and we might as 
W(>ll take hold to day and hasten 
the day. (\)inpetition in all lines 
of industry is too fierce to permit 
the negleetofa thorough technical 
education of our gradimtes any 
longer. We must assist them at 
the .start and, as far as in tur 
power, fortify them again.st the fu- 
ture when they shall lie obliged to 
earn the bread and butter for them- 
selves and families. Not only this, 
but we want to make theiii feel 
moiv a pait and parcel of the great 
world of hearing people and also 
make the hearing feel that there is 
no dividing line between the <le>if 
and themselves so far as business 
and life are concerned. Nothing 
would more readily teinl to obliter- 
ate the inclination of the two classes 
to stand aloof from each other than 
such .an arrangement as would 
bring them together in the halls 
of the state agricultural or 
technical colleges, either of which 
would destn>y the desideratum 
named so<iiier than could (Jal- 
landet College. 

It might appear T advocate going 
to extremes, but one must neces- 
sarily pursue drastic measures now 
and then in order to attain the ends 
sought. In advocating the use of 
the sixty-five fhonsanil dollars an- 
nujilly given ({all.uidet (College, for 
enabling llie deaf I o secure advan- 
tages in an agricultural college or 
other slate institiilion, I do so witli 
full knowledge that it will bring 
ilovvn on my head the wrath of 
hundreds throughout the country. 
but that is nuthing wlu'n such 
beneticient v<>siilts as are sore to 
follow haiipen to be at stake. 
Were the attention of Congress call- 
ed to the matter and every detnil 
laid before it« members, there could 
be Itut one opinion on the part of 
those who ate unbiased —/. t ., that 
(>allaudet College is itM'eiving from 
the Federal government an annual 
sum of money wholly out of pro- 
port i(Ui to the l)enefits actually win- 
ferr«Hl, and that the money could l)e 
expendwi lo better ailvaiitage in a 
manner similar to that I have de- 
fined.

The annual appropria- 
tion for the School ($35,000) is in- 
adequate for (he s'.ipiioit of 250 
pupils, an<l for that reason Superin- 
tendent Bowles has t(» pull the latch 
siring after he has gotten all that 
he can take care of with the money 
to come. The I..(^KiHlature this 
winter will be asked to increase 
the appropriation, and unless some- 
thing now unforesiten turns up, 
that liody will no doubt do so.

SfjeakitiK of ronaways, reminds 
me of the Akera* epis«Kle iu 1882. 
Two brothers, lK»lh deaf, were 
broiiiiht to the school by their 
father, in Sept«'mber, '82, and at 
an opportune moment the fafhergot 
away and left for his home. The 
two boys seemed "resigned to 
their fate," nnd everybody thought 
no moi-e of their attemjitiijg to get 
away. But one misty morning, 
when <»ne of thoae dense fot/s pecu- 
liar to the mountain region about 
Sr.iunlon enveloped the country, 
the two little fellows arose arid 
di-essed and sneaked out the back 
way and were soon rapidly walkini; 
along the track of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railway, eastward. They 
had gottien seven miles away before 
a mixed train came up behind 
them, killing instantly the elder 
and breaking the leg and otherwise 
injuring the other. The conductor 
of the train happened to be t/'aplain 
Pat. Wf>odward, of Staunton, a 
kindly old uentleman, who at once 
recognize*! who the liffle tellows 
were. They were taken back to the 
school, the remains of the mangle<l 
one sent borne to (he father in 
Franklin Cminfy, and after weeks 
of suffering the injured boy got 
well and went through all the 
classffS, graduating several years 
ago. Since leaving school he has 
been completely lost to liis di-iif 
friends.

The railroad track was 
the instrument of dealh and the 
two i)ersons ((oiicerned were deaf. 

TIuoukIi ll<«? Journal during 
the past summer, mention was 
made of tlie employment at the 
Steel works, Bouth of this city, of 
Messrs. W. .1. Waite and Frank 
Evans, both leavinf; tlxMr respec- 
tive homes with the hope of hetter- 
inyr thtMr foi tunes finaneially. 

When Ihe dinner whistle sountled 
Wednesday noon, they with the 
other employees laid down their 
tools and procee<led to no to their 
boaidinf,' house, followed by half n 
dozen hearinfr men. An incline K. 
K. track they took as their jmth as 
they had <lone often before. They 
had gone a short distance when a 
cut of cars containing ore, juished 
by an engine, approached. 'I'heir 
eyes, of cotirse, were on the ground 
and the comiugof danger was naught 
to them. The whistle ami ringing 
of the engine bell and the cries of 
tlmir fellow workim'U from behind 
fell upon (h'af eais. Suddenly 
Kvans looked up and saw the im- 
pending danger, and seemed to be in 
thea<!( of warning his associate but 
it was too late 1 Waite was caught 
and dragged several car lengths be- 
fore the cars c(tu Id be stopped. It 
was Mien found that he was hoiribly 
mangle<l. His left aim was torn 
off at the ell)ow, his left leg at the 
hip, and almost disemboweling 
him. His right hand was mangled 
and soviu-ed at the wrist. In ad- 
ditioti there were cuts on Ihe back 
of his hea<l and uniler the chin. 
Life had almost ceased when he 
was picked up from under the cars 
by his fellow workmen and carried 
to a shetl nearby, where ;ill minutes 
lan*r no Dreatiien his hisl. The 
palrol wagon and city ambulance 
arrived shortly and the remains 
were taken to the moigiie to be 
prt^pared for burial. 

As for Evans, it seems that, as 
soim as he had attempted the warn- 
ing of his companion, heendeav(u-ed 
to clear the tiack but could not do 
it ill time, lie was struck on the 
head and knocked to the side of the 
track, falling on a guard which 
l)revent(d him fnun rolling on the 
track and thus .saving him from 
instant <leath. The company's 
surgeon was soon on the scene and 
dressed his wounds, which were 
severe cuts on the lop of the head. 
U is also thought that he has been 
internally injuied. lie waslaken to 
Mt. Clarmel hospital. We )ire un- 
able at this lime to slate what his 
rjhances are for recovery. There are 
still hopes that he will pull through. 

Th« remains of Mr Waite were 
shipped to th»^ home of his parents 
near Chesshire, Morrow (bounty, 
for burial. Mr. Waile was marrietl 
about three years ago, and leaves a 
wife, and a child six weeks of age.

The phase that American af- 
faii-s have taken in history the last 
two years has not lost its Interest, 
and the triumphal coming of Dewey 
on the Olympia shows that it is of 
n^cent occurrence. Hence anything 
pertaining to our new possessions 
will command attention. So when 
a lecture by Mr. Albert Berg, of 
Indianapolis was announceil for the 
evening of September ;iOth, in the 
Episcopal Club ro<mis, a large-sized 
audience turned out, filling its l^est 
parlor from end to end. W. E. 
Hoy was one of the most inleresied 
listeners, aiwl he was glad to get a 
chance, as he missed the lecture in 
Cincinnati. The lectuier aimed to 
give US an insight inio the charac- 
ter and customs t)f the Filipinos and 
the following is an abbreviated 
.s;> nopsis of his up-to-dat^ lecture. 

Manila with it.s inhabitants of 
two hundi-ed thousjind was hartlly 
know" to the ontaide win-ld till the 
belching forth of Dewey's guns on 
Ihe morning of May 1st, 1898, gave 
it world-wide prominence, till it is 
as well known as any city of its 
size. Travellers, going there, have 
the choice of two routes, one being 
from San Francisco, the other from 
New York City, the former being 
shorter by some eight thousand 
miles. Before .settinj! out, he anti- 
cipates visiting a country full of 
snakes, lizanls, eaithquakes, etc. 
Nor is he disappointed. The gen- 
eral points of observation that will 
strike him in Manila is the nariow 
.sireet.s, requiring walking in sin- 
gle file, numerous balconies. The 
people generally live on the top 
floor, while the .servants and ani- 
mals occupy the lower floors. 
There are n > yards. One can meet 
people fnnn all part^i of the world 
in Manila. 

Although Manila is nuK'h behind 
in Ihe convenieno<'S of civiliza- 
tion, yet, theiv are some points 
that our cities with their boastful 
" progress! veness "' might learn 
fn>m .Manila, and it is about street 
car traveliuu. Out there, every 
one is providt'd with a seat ; here iu 
the big cities we all know of the in 
conveniences of hanging tm to 
straps in the .stroet cars. An even 
niimL>erof pei"sons must oticupy the 
car, or else it would likely tip over, 
although in the case of a man of 
"iM lbs. weight, one less person on 
his side would be i-equired. 

Tobacco, of finer flavor than Ihe 
besl lliibana, is so plentiful in 
Manila, that two cigai"s worth a 
quarter hei-e, can be had foi 
cents a piece. Even the ». 
smoke, and they do not draw the 
line on cigarettes either. It is fash- 
ionable to iHirrow one's cigar for a 
few niiuut4>s. 

You d«» not have lo try and find 
a barber shop iu Manila. The 
Chinese barla^rs travel on the 
streets with l>arl>er chairs and 
shaving utensils and perform, the 
tonsorial art in the open streetM. 
You have only to hall one, if you 
want to be shaved or have your 
hair cut. 

Long under the domination ot 
Ihe Spaniaitls il may be expe.icil 
that the Filipinos had contracted 
some national vices, and bull-flKhi 
ing is one of them. On Sunday 
afternoons all sporting Manila tnrns 
out at the bull-ring iu Ermiton, to 
witness ferochms struggles l>«tweeu 
bulls and tigers, panthers or other 
wild beasts, amid fierce and excited 
betting. Almost every man has a 
fighting game cock, and fights be- 
tween them, with crowds divided cm 
two sides, are common enough. 

The general impressitm made by 
the lecture, is diminutive Filipinos 
amid huge rats, bloo<ithirsty mos- 
quitoes and C(H*kn>aches, with small 
pox everywhere, with earthtpmkes 
and typluKins as frequent visitors, 
has no enviable sjiot that we wonld 
wish to exchange. All those things 
that help make life pass pleasantly 
with us, as the change of seasons, 
bringing ba.seball, football, skating, 
sleighing, rowing, etc., are un- 
known there, so that the life of the 
native is one long monotony. 

The lecturer concluded thus ; 
" leasing my judgment up<m un- 
biassed testimony of those who 
have carefully investigated the 
subject, it is my firm conviction 
that, though now prolmbly a jewel 
in the rough and likely soon to 
shine as brilliantly as any city in 
the far east, under proper laws and 
development, Manila, and as a 
matter of course, the fair Philip- 
jiines — fair, jet the land intrigue 
and iniquity — is no place for the 
permanent residence of mi Ani«»rf 
can." 

Aft^er llu' U'tlin^- ,in-n- „.i.-, mi 
prompt u speaking by .Messrs. 
Walker and Dougherty, lliat was 
(Ml joyed l)y the audience. Prof. 
\Yalker is an anti-expansionist and 
does not Iwlieve in "shooting 
t^hristiauily into savages."
